Only seven articles were sub- 
mitter to the Board of Selectmen 
“by petition’’ for inclusion in the 
Warrant of the Annual Town 
ing, this year, ‘The words 

“iy petition” ‘mean, originating 
fram citizens, instead of from 
officials of the town, and this 
yegrs number of articles so ori- 
ginating is the smallest in years. 

Five of the seven articles are 
for the rezoning of land, and sev- 
eral of these have ‘been before 
the Town Meeting in earlier 
years. One article asks for Lim- 
ited Apartment District 
and is in face a copy of the article 
that was submitted last year. 

‘The seventh article asks that

One of the rezoning articles will 
ask, for the first time, that land 
in Wilmington be rezoned for 
High Density Traffic Business. 
Wilbur Thomas of Lowell Street 
has an article which asks that 
land on which his home is loca- 
ted, at the corner of West Street 
‘he so rezoned.

Compugra- 
phic was recently turned down by 
the Board of Appeals on an 
appeal for more parking space.

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Shawsheen Valley Technical High 


Refreshing is the Word 


Refreshing was a work that was used last week, 
by a visitor to the new Shawsheen Valley Technical 
High School, in Billerica. And it seems to very 
well describe the school, both in it’s concept and 
operation. 

Gone are the acres of glass windows which at- 
tract the modern vandals, and are a landmark of 
most of the modern schools, such as the new 
Shawsheen School in Wilmington. Instead, where 
there has to be a large window area, most of the 
transparency is composed of lucite, which is al- 
most industructible, and off which stones and 
similar missiles just bounce. 

Gone is the concept of setting aside the various 
officials of the school, in a region that is san- 
crosanct to them. The heads of departments, the 
school nurse, the guidance director, and others 
have their offices right in the region where the 
pupils are, handy and accessible, and open for 
business. 

Gone is the little boy and little girl concept, for 
the pupils. The students are treated as adults, 
and are expected to act as adults. And, if they are 
unable to do this, there is no such thing as Deten- 
tion, which is a normal practice in many High 
Schools. A pupil is just dismissed from the 
school, if he is unable to act as an adult. 

Gone is the rigid table setting, for the cafe- 
teria. The pupils sit at small tables, for four, 
some of which are round, some oval, and some 
square, and none of which are in a fixed location. 


Wilmington’s: Town Manager. 
Sterling Morris, was one of sev- 
eral persons who were guests last 
week at the school, had lunch 
there, and toured the building 
Morris was the guest of the Dir- 
ector - Principal, Benjamin Volk. 

‘There are at present 340° Stu- 
dents, Hig School freshmen and 
sophomores.

when the school has become four 
years old. 

There were 627 applicants for 
the school this year. Obviously 
not all were accepted. 

In the freshman year a pupil has 
a series of eight week courses. 
in each of the subjects taught in 
the school, so that he may make 
his choice in March of his soph- 
omore year he finally makes his 
choice of subjects, after having 
had more practical experience. 

Included in the experience is 
eight weeks in the Culinary Dep- 
artment, serving on the tables. 
and preparing the meals. Every- 
‘one gets some experience in 
each of the departments. There 
IS NO REASON, Volk observed, 
why a young lady should not study 
drafting, for instance, if she has 
an aptitude for it,

Everyone is taking 
it for granted that we will have 
one by then. I believe thé way 
things look now it is possible we 
won't have our public kinder- 
garten by 1973. The reason 
being there is no space for such 


it as well face it, if we 

don’t approve some sort of a 

school building program soon, we 

will not have the classroom space 

needed for public kindergartens 

by 1973. If we started moving 

now, we could probably have our 
public kindergartens by 1972.

Dave Trickett of Suncrest Ave. 
proposed that an ice rink be built 
at the same time that a new High 
School be built, in this way allow- 

ing the town to have a 50% parti- 
cipation in costs by the state. 
Trickett is Chairman of the Rink 
Committee. 

The idea, which was hs proponed 
by Trickett several weeks ago, 
would have a rink capable of ac- 
comodating 2000 residents . 
Trickett said (not all at one time 
of course) 

Selectman Carl Backman Jr., 
who was sitting beside his dad, 
“Bucky” Backman, a member of 
the Rink Committee, told the 
other Selectmen that a copy of 
the Rink Conimittee repdrt'stiould 
be forwarded to the School Com- 
mitteé and thé Ad Hoc Conimittee 
for new High School facilities. 
Backman had been a member of 
the Rink Committee. 

Selectman Banda proposed that 
the Permanent Building Commi 
tee be alerted to prepare costs 

The conversation, carried on. 
found the Selectmen in an unani- 
mous opinion that the program 
presented in such a way as to 
speed the possibility of having a 
town owned rink, in the school 
department. 

At the same time Selectmen 
expressed themselves of the opin- 
ion that a privately owned rink 
would be desirable. Chairman 


MacDonald stated he preferred , 
a private rink to a publicly owned ~ 


one. Backman also said'that a 
private rink would be the best 
solution and Banda agreed with 
him 

Wilmington now seems to have 
three rinks in the offing - the one 
that Rep. Fred Cain proposes. the 
private one proposed last week by 
Lloyd Crocker and the “'school” 
rink, as proposed by Trickett 
In addition there is a slight chance 
that a rink being proposed by the 
State Department of Natural Re- 
sources might locate in Wilming- 
ton, although the Selectmen were 
of the opinion that it would be in 
the area of Routes 49 and 93, 
an opinion that has been expressed 
in previous years. 

MacDonald, twice expressed the 
hope that the proposals of Lloyd 
Crocker could “get through the 
Planning Board, and further he 
said, that there had been a long 
delay with plans for the Industrial 
Park 

Banda, in discussing the idea of 
having a rink with a new high 
school, expressed himself of the 
opinion that, when the costs were 
determined ‘the first thing that 
would happed would be to have 
the rink “lopped off” 

Backman, Banda and Miceli 
pledged to actively support a 
Town Rink, if it came before a

Soft Approach 


SILC will try the soft approach 
with reference to discussions 
about new highways in Eastern 
Massachusetts. ‘This was the de- 
cision of the representatives of 
the iine towns in the organiza- 
tion, meeting in the Wilmington 
Menjoirial Library last ‘Thursday, 
‘The "Grganization arrived at. a 
conséiisus whereby the chairman, 
John R. Caswell of Lincoln will 
have discussions with Mr. Ross- 
marin of Governor Sargent's 
office, rgarding the projection 
of new roads through the area. 

Danny Gillis, member of the 
Wilmington Planning Board and 
Board Member of the Massach- 
usetts Federation of Planning 
Boards wanted a tougher approach 
and he was sustained in his argu- 
ments by Herman Koester Jr., 
of Weston, the Vice Chairman of 
SILC. 

Gillis, after a discussion about 
five proposals for a new route 
in the Concord-Lincoln area, pro- 
posed that SILC should get an 
attorney versed in the law with 
Teference to construction of high- 
Ways, to “‘tell us what to do”. 

His argument was that SILC 
should “‘take a positive approach" 
and “force the issue" in the 
varied discussions with the State 
Department of Public Works, 
which for a long time would. not 
even recognize the existance of 
SILC.

SENATOR MAcKENZIE, 
NAMED WHIP 


“Senator Ronald C, MacKenzie, 
of Burlington, representing the 
Seventh Middlesex District, was 
recently named Republican Whip 
of the Mass. Senate” 

This news item appeared in the 
press early in January and Sen- 
ator MacKenzie was widely 
congratulated.

“whipper-in” was born - later 
shortened to whip.
